The Spring and Fall terms were taught by Miss Annie L. 
Staniels, with natural endowments especially fitting her for the 
arduous duties of a faithful teacher, supplemented by a thor- 
ough training and long experience. Miss Staniels achieved 
most satisfactory results, manifested by the rapid advance- 
ment of the scholars in all of their studies and a marked im- 
provement in deportment and attendance. 


The winter term was taught by Miss Marcia M. Nason, a 
thorough instructor. A most judicious discipline and a very 
practical and efficient method of instruction characterized 
Miss Nason’s administration of the affairs of this school, and 
a good degree of progress was made by all of the scholars 
during the winter term.

The scholars 
have made a good degree of advancement. ‘Teachers were, 
we think, assigned to the proper schools, and are deserving 
of credit, as no complaints were made to your board, either 
from the teachers or parents. From one school, one pupil 
has entered the high school in Dover, and two more are qual- 
ified. When our ungraded country schools can fit scholars 
with thirty weeks schooling per year, at the age of fourteen 
and fifteen, for the high school, we think it is creditable. 

We believe this can be accomplished in all the schools, if 
the parents will unite their interest with the teacher and en- 
thuse, encourage and stimulate the pupils. We urge the par- 
ents and citizens to visit the schools, make themselves familiar 


with their work, and give the teacher their support in all. 
matters of discipline. 

It is noticeable that the schools most visited are the most 
successful. ‘Teachers that are not supported by the parents, 
will have poor discipline and make little progress. 

Tardiness is often the fault of the parents, and we appeal 
to you to correct it.
